The idea of amass communi- 
cations class came from Snider's “Pan- 
ther Pause.” Mr. Brown thought it 
would be something that North Side 
needed. He went to Dr. Richard Gar- 
dener, principal, but because he didn’t 
have a license for teaching communi- 
cations, he couldn’t teach the class. 
Mrs. Helen Solero, English 
teacher, approached Mr. Brown and 
told him about a mass communica- 
tions class that was offered through the 
English Department. Since Mr. Brown 
does have a license in teaching En- 
glish, he was able to teach the class. 
“Right now,” said senior 
Aaron Martz,‘“we're doing introduc- 





tory skits, getting used to being in 
front of the camera, and later we’ll be 
doing commercials. Eventually we will 
even be broadcasting a television pro- 
gram.” 

During the first semester, the 
class 1s mainly focusing on learning 
how to use the cameras, how to direct, 
use various camera angles, and how to 
perform in front of the screen. They 
will also learn to write scripts and edit. 

Mr. Brown said the goals for 
the second semester are to produce a 
weekly news show highlighting North 
Side events and students and to try and 
air the show on Channel 20. 

The class has the equipment 
toachieve their goal of airing on Chan- 
nel 20. In fact, the class has over 
$25,000 worth of equipment that sat in 
the audio/visual room closet for two 
years. The equipment includes 
camera's and VCR’s

The pill, diaphragms, cervical caps, sponges, foams, jellies, 
creams, intrauterine devices, and tubal ligations- what do these 
things all have in common? 

They are all types of birth control 
for women, or at least types of birth 
control that must be inserted into the 
female. But what about the male? 
What does he have? Males have the 
condom and their favorite choice, the 
vasectomy. 

Why oh why have males gotten 
off so easy? Reading a spring issue of 
Sassy magazine from last year, found, 
tucked away in the pages, a short article 
describing an idea which I find abso- 
lutely wonderful- a male birth control 
pill. Yes, such a thing is possible. 

This pill, called nifedipine, is a pill that is actually used 
to lower blood pressure. This medication was given to several 
male patients who were trying to conceive at the time but found 
themselves unable. A fertility expert suggested that the men 
change their medication: Upon changing the medication, the 
couples were able to conceive a short time later. So in an effort 
to lower blood pressure, a discovery was made- the male birth 
control pill. This pill is still being tested as far as its effective- 
ness, and will probably end up as readily available as the female 
birth control pill. 

The “traditional” female pill was first introduced in the 
1960’s and has become one of the most widely used birth control 
methods in history. Today around’ 10 million women in the 
United States alone use the pill exclusively. Why not have the 
same 10 million users apply to males? 

Males will finally be able to share in the responsibility 
of preventing pregnancy on a much larger scale. Men can 
experience the bloating, the mood swings, and the annoyance of 
forgetting a pill. No, men are not all the same, and several do 
not depend on the female to take soul responsibility for birth 
control. However, much of the responsibility does fall upon the 
female. 

A birth control pill for males is a wonderful concept. 
Men and women can equally share the responsibility and double 
their chances of preventing pregnancy. 

Of course, abstinence is still the best means of preven- 
tion, and I applaud those who practice it. But for those who do 
have sex, keep yours eyes open for a product which I will

Mr. Ron Flickinger, Guid- 
ance Counselor, said, "All programs 
are only as good as the people who run 
them. Project Discovery is a great pro- 
gram, as are the people. Social work 


isn't a high paying job, but every per- | 
son who has ever worked with Project 
Discovery has been outstanding. You 
can always tell when they aren't in the 
job for the benefit for themselves, but 
for the benefit of the students. They go 
above and beyond their expected duties." 

Project Discovery starts in 
September and ends in May. In May 
they go to Cedar Point and they have a 
banquet.

2) the ability to become more intentional in the practice of classroom 
discipline/management through an understanding of the actual structures that 
undergird the participant’s interventions. 

3) Training in the use of boundary structuring, classroom culture 
and dynamics, psychological attending, therapeutic logic, and “psychologi- 
cal judo” in helping their students gain patterns of prosocial behavior. 

4) learn to use a “professional” model and supervision for ongoing 
growth and development. 


These are only four of the seven major points of the course, not to 
mention a list of personal outcomes for participants. 

By attending this inservice, teachers are gaining a better understand- 
ing of today’s youth. Students today do not seem as motivated in school and 

are more work-oriented, work meaning obviously work outside of the 
classroom. This program could possibly help show teachers how to deal with 
those who are unmotivated and possibly create a way to help. 

I admire all those who signed up for this course. Although teachers 
cannot force students to learn, and students these days do not seem to care so 
muchif they learn or not, I believe that students are learning in different ways. 
Therefore, the ways of teaching that worked 20 years ago may not be 
applicable today. Maybe an inservice like this one will give teachers some 
insight as to where students are coming from. 

It was disappointing though to learn that the course was opened to 
only 30 teachers when there are over 70 in the school, and the course was not 
filled. There were less than five spots left open, but the fact that there was even 
one unfilled is disappointing. 

Don’t get me wrong, I do not think that those who did not sign up 
are bad people or bad teachers. All teachers have obligations outside of 
school, some of which will interfere with the times the inservice takes place. 
However, I would recommend that teachers who don’t participate talk to 
those who do and obtain some very valuable information that could possibly 
improve student-teacher relationships, not to mention improve student learn- 
ing.

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There have never been any major problems 
with the school schedule the way it is, so why bother 
changing it? Is the purpose to show students that they 
can actually accomplish something in RATS? Isitto 
make students feel their opinions matter? If so, then 
this is a fairly good idea for doing so. 

Supposedly students will be able to vote on 
their choice and have it implemented into the daily 
routine. However, if this were truly the case, then 
| why are teachers going to,review the outcome of the 
student vote and decide if they can accept what it is 
that the students want. Once again, students cannot 
accomplish anything without someone else breath- 
ing down their necks, looking over their shoulders, 


and someone else having the final say. Is this the 
message North Side wants to convey to its students? 

A more reasonable way of approaching this would have been for 
teachers, who obviously must have a say in how the schedule will be changed, to 
review the ideas submitted by students before students were shown what choices 
they had to vote on. If students vote on a choice that teachers cannot deal with, then 
their vote was worthless and there opinions will be tossed aside. What good does 
this do the RATS program, or. anyone else for that matter? 

Longer lunches was the number one suggestion nominated by the students 


as far as what to do with 12 extra minutes in the day. 


However, that option was 


unable to be worked out for, as the paper showing the new schedule options said, 


“various reasons.” 


That very well may be true. 


Yet quite frankly, neither.of the two options which remained seem very 
logical. Wha? good will an extra minute in a passing period do? Yes, this idea was 


submitted by students, and some people may appreciate it and actually make use of 


it, but if the staff is hoping that allowing the option of an extra minute will alleviate 
the number of students who are perpetually late, be realistic. Those who are always 
late will continue to be late. In many students’ minds, and extra minute is an extra 
minute to talk with friends, hang on their girlfriends or boyfriends, or argue in the 
hallway. For several years now, including both middle school and high school, a 
majority of the students at North have had a five minute passing period. If they 
cannot'make it ‘in five minutes by now, it’s time'to adjust. 

As far as two breaks during the day, this optionis equally ridiculous. What 
can be accomplished in 10 or 11 minutes? A few people will take care of their 
bathroom business, some may do those last few minutes of homework, but most will 
do what is done every morning before the start of school-nothing. 

Adding breaks in the day simply adds 10 or 11 minutes more for fighting 
and gossiping. It creates more work for teachers and administrators too because for 
21 extra minutes out of the day, they are going to have to do what they do every 
moming and every day betwéen classes: More orless it is called baby-sitting. Just 
what the staff needs, something else to worry about. By all means, not all students 
act in an inappropriate manner, but there are enough in the school to create 
noticeable disruptions. Maybe students would use break time in productive ways, 
but there will sull be people late to class and still be people in administrative offices 


during regular class umes. 


Neither choice A or B accomplishes much of anything. Maybe next week 
when students vote during RATS, they will vote for choice C, none of the above. 
What does this choice accomplish? Probably not much in the mind's of 
some, but it prevents students from not being in control of what they want for

It gave me the same 
message as before: “No-no Ron. This 
isn’t right. Don’t do this.” “This” is 
spending 55 minutes, 5 mes per day 
spewing out information as fast as | 
could—a typical teacher behavior. | 
know, like I knew alcohol and tobacco 
were wrong, that: simply throwing out 
factual information on a regular basis, 
is a pretty ineffective way to teach— 
and the voice, like itdid when I forced 
myself to smoke, has made me very 
uncomfortable. As I observed stu- 
dents valiantly trying to stay with me, 
| realized that slowly but surely, I was 
losing many. They either justcouldn’t 
sitstill, couldn’ tstay awake, orcouldn’t 
resist interacting with the person next 
to them. 

My initial reaction was one 
of anger: “Hey I’m only asking for 55 
lousy minutes.” But then I realized 
that these kids don’t just do 55 min- 
utes, they do 55 minutes six times per 
day—and many of them simply sitand 
listen all day long. I would guess many 
students have little voices going off all 
the time saying, “Whoa, don’t do this 
to me!” [tis unnatural to simply sitand

Where is the first place that students 
think of to go when they have prob- 
lems? The guidance office? Well, as 
uncommon as it may seem,-yes. 

For the four counselors in the 
office, a major part of their day is 
spent dealing with students and/or 
parents whether on the phone or in 
person. 

The problems that come to 
them are so varied that one has trouble 
naming them all. They range from 
academic problems to personal prob- 
lems and everything in between. Some 
of the ‘in between’ include giving 
students information about colleges, 
scholarships, other forms of financial 
aid, students getting back into school, 
transfer students, students who are 
pregnant or who think they may be, or 
just getting general information. 


Sometimes the office deals 
with students and their parents who 
think they may need counseling on a 
regular basis.

A typical week for my 
daughter and I consists of 22.5 
hours of school and daycare, 16 
hours of work and home care, 3 
hours of groups meetings, 1 hour 
of budgeting, 3 hours of indepen- 
dent study, and 3 hours of miscel- 
laneous tasks. It’ s hard being a 
full-time mother and part-time stu- 
dent, employee, and resident. Mak- 
ing sure that I spend enough time 
with my daughter is stressful, es- 
pecially when you know you’re 
doing these things to make the 
child’s future brighter, but I still 
feel the guilt that nags at me. I 
wish there was a book to tell moth- 
ers the answers to the questions 
about their children, especially if 
you don’t have positive role mod- 
els to take advice from. 

This program has been 
beneficial to me because of the 
goals that are constantly stressed 
to make the residents the best they 


can be. These goals are taught by 
several procedures that the girls 
have to participate in weekly.

and a caseworker visits the home 
twice a week or more, and helps 
provide assistance onlearning how 
to live comfortably on a budget. 
The TLP is just one of the 
programs that is named under a 
string of establishments called 
Whitington. The original 
Whitington program, which is lo- 
cated in Columbia City, Indiana, 
was founded in 1974. The TLP 
program has been up and running 
for8 months. The facility was reno- 
vated from a funeral home into a 
spacious four apartment building. 
One apartmentis for teens without 
children, two apartments are for 
teens with children, and the last 
apartment is for the trained resi- 
dential assistants, also known as 
R.A.’s. They are the 24 hour/7 
days a week staff that assist the 
residents with supervision, train- 
ing and support. Each apartment 
has two to four bedrooms, a mod- 
em kitchen with all the necessitics 
of living comfortably, double bath- 
rooms to support at least two fe- 


males, and a living room area. 

Before leaving the TLP 
person must complete the 13-14, 
pages skills book that covers th 
basic to immediate tasks of living 
independently. Examples of the 
categories are community service { 
health, budgeting, rights of the la 
and job management. 

The TLP has not onl 
helped me by providing guidance 
and life survival skills, but it h 
also giving me self-confidence a 
asense of accomplishment. Inever 
knew what it would be like to live 
on my “own”, and now that I’ve 
had hands-on experience Ihave ne 
doubts as to whether I can make:

During this part of the competition, the 
llamas must overcome woodland ob- 
stacles which are obstacles that a per- 
son might encounter in a forest such as 
walking over logs and walking through 
water. 

The most difficult part of the 
competition, and:the one Amber said 
she usually does her best in, is the 
showmanship course. 

In this event the llama must 
be exquisitely groomed, and the owner, 
or participant, must be wearing long 
black pants or skirt, and a long sleeved 
white shirt. 

Amber said, “It’s hard wear- 
ing that uniform because it’s usually 
really hot when we show our llamas." 

Also, during the showman- 
ship course , wherever the judge is 
standing, the llama must be in certain 
positions according to the position of 
the judge. A person mustalso be knowl- 
edgeable of the anatomy and history of 


llamas because there is a question round 
where the participants are asked ques- 
tions pertaining to these things. 

As for the cost of the llamas 
alone, a pet quality male llama starts at 
$400. Amber said she has a friend who 
paid a quarter of a million dollars for 
three llamas. 

Aside from actual competi- 
tion, as part of 4-H, Amber takes llamas 
to area nursing homes to provide enter- 
tainment to residents. 

Although Amber can only 
participate in 4-H shows for three more 
years because of her age, she wants to 
continue going to other shows for the 
rest of her life because it is something 
she enjoys doing. 

"I have friends from all over 
the country because of my llama show- 
ing. It's really become a big part of my 
life,” she said. 

Amber hopes to one day be 
able to raise and own her own llamas.

The handbook says thata stu- 
dent will only be sent to Wood Youth 
Center if they failed to stop the fight 
when asked, the need for physical in- 
tervention by staff or students, or if 
there are any injuries to staff and/or 
students.

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Baseball team names racist 
against Native Americans 


Don't you just love America? Don't 
you just love baseball? Don't you just 
love how we, as a country, can put 
down analready highly repressed group 
of people and make sport of it? 

I am referring to the highly racist 
and disrespectful names of the Atlanta 
Braves and the Cleveland Indians (both 
baseball teams if you didn’t know). A 
big ruckus was raised by Native Ameri- 
can groups during this past world series 
because of the names of these two teams, 
and rightly so. 

There are various arguments for and 
against the use of names such as these, 

but in all the discussions I’ve heard no common ground is ever 
reached because neither side is willing to give up anything. Everyone 
wants to stick to their guns, which is an admirable but rarely fruitful 
quality. 

The decision that I have come to, that I think is fair to both 
sides and takes arguments from both into accdunt is this. No, the 
names weren’t chosen in order to be hurtful to anyone on purpose. 
And yes, the idea behind using the names was that of the respect and 
the “warrior quality” of Native Americans. This is all well and good. 
But, the names do hurt people, regardless of the intent. - And the 
respected “warrior quality” is a stereotype that is only being furthered 
by these teams” names. 

The names should be changed. The Native Americans aren't 
being “overly sensitive’or jumping on the “oppression bandwagon” 
as has been suggested - not any more than if African Americans were 
opposed to a team called the Niggers or if Asian Americans were 
opposed to a team called the Chinks. I could give examples forever, 
but the point is that this is a very rea] irresponsible if not purposeful 
racism that is being portrayed, and it must be stopped.

the school will continue operating with these 
breaks is up to the teachers. The schedule 
will be implemented until winter vacation, 
and the decision of the staff will be an- 
nounced the last day before break starts. 

The student body voted for anew sched- 
ule from four different choices, and to allow 
the students to vote for what they wanted 
was a. very. positive thing. However, the 
purpose of the vote was to get feedback from 
the entire student body, and the way in which 
students were required to vote could not 
possibly have given accurate results. Stu- 
dents were put in groups of three or more, 
depending on the size of the RATS room, 
and together the group had one vote. 


Getting students to work together is a wonderful idea. But when the 
school’s purpose is to get the opinion of the entire student body, putting 
students in groups is not the way to do it. There are several students who do 
not, and did not, stand up for their own opinion when voting. Some students 
simply did not care, but others did not have a strong enough voice to speak 
out for what they wanted. Therefore they went along with what someone else 


liked, despite what they wanted. 


So is the school really implementing what a majority truly wants? 
By the calculated results, it is, but in true opinions, maybe not. 

Another idea that comes into question is what the school will do if 
the students do not like the new schedule. Teachers get to vote whether or not 
they want to keep the two breaks during the day, but what about the students? 
Where is their vote? Teachers get a second vote, and the students should too. 

; After having the schedule on a daily basis, students may grow tired 
of 10 and 11 minute breaks during the day. Sure, it might be nice at first, but 
what happens when it gets boring to everyone? What happens if teachers 
decide to keep it because the problems that they were worried might arise did 
not appear during the trial period, but a month down the line numerous 
problems occur? Will the policy be thrown out because teachers suddenly 


change their minds? 


Many students may end up hating the new schedule, but how will 
that idea be conveyed to the staff when the student body does not get another 
vote? Students may want to try one of the other scheduling options if they do 


not like the way this one works out. 


Trying all the options would probably be a good idea. Having a vote 


after experiencing each option would be even better. 


It is not as though 


changing the schedule requires a lot of extra work. It simply entails chepems 


the times that bells ring. 


No matter what the staff and faculty decide to do, students deserve 
another vote, and it should be an individual vote, not a group vote.

Orten I wonder what would have 
happened ifI had been given thechance 
to expose my depressions sooner.

I did have a fairly normal child- 
hood. I lived with my mother, father, 
brother, and grandmother. I was al-

at that time were my grandmother and 
my dog. My grandma, Mary, was my 
entire world. 
Just after Thanksgiving of 
*86, my parents, brother, and I moved 
toour presentresidence. This was fine 
with me because I still saw or talked to 
my grandma almost everyday. 
Because of her importance in 
my life, my world exploded with her 


death. I was nine and did not under- 


stand what was happening. Her heart 


had exploded, but medically there was 


nothing anyone could have done. 
Grandma’s death was the greates. 
tragedy in my life. I felt responsible 
because two weeks prior! had dreamed 
about everything that happened that 
J uly day. I actually dreamed about the 
exact events that ppernes the oy 
Grandma died. 

I kept my dream a secret for 
two years. At that time, I told my 
experience to a guidance counselor at 
my middle school. She kindly ex- 
plained that even with this dream; 
Grandma’s death was not my fault. By 
this time, however, I was already de- 
pressed because I blamed myself.

In my eighth grade year, I attempted 
suicide. I swallowed as many pills as

how I felt. I was in a black hole, and 
didn’t know how to get out. 

When I started high school, I had 
convinced myself that this was the one 
thing I needed-to feel better.

My classes were more difficult and I 
tried to be a good student, but I just 
could not do it. My depressions grew 
worse and longer. Soon, all I felt was 
sadness, despair, and emptiness. 

Not far into my sophomore year, I 
and my friends began arguing about 
everything. I could never get them to 
understand my point of view. Each 


fight made me increasingly depressed.

Hitting Bottom 


In November of ’93, I tried to die once 
again. Late in the night of November 
11, I tied a rope around my neck just 
after I had taken two and a half hand- 
fuls of pills. I felt so sick the next 
morning, but in order to keep my cha- 
tadeI walked to school. 

I told one of my friends Terri 
about what I had done. Even though I 


had asked her not to tell my then best. 


friend Jacquline, Terri told anyway. 

Jacquline was very angry at 
me for being, “so selfish.” I tried to 
explain that I feltthateverybody would 
benefit with my death. For example, 
my friends and I could not fight, my 
parents could center their lives around 
my brother, and I would be away from 
all the pain and be with my grandma 
again. 

During the summer of 1994, I took 

a trip to Irving, Texas. Irving is a 
suburb of Dallas. My aunt, uncle, and 
a group of cousins live there. 

While I stayed with my aunt, 
I read books about depression. I re- 
member a chapter in one of the books, 
but I can’t remember which book it 
was in, reminded me of my own life. 
The woman in the story was trying to 
help her family, but never herself. She 
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seemed as frustrated as I felt. 

Because that book opened my eyes, 
I began discussing my problems with 
my aunt. She kept telling me to ask my 
mother to help me find a counselor, 
but I just did not want to upset my 
family. I refused to say anything tomy 
mother about what I said to my aunt 
until I hit rock bottom in late Septmber 
or early October of ’94. 

What made me hit this point 
was when I told my friends how good 
it felt to not worry about everybody all 
the time, they said I was being selfish. 
I did not understand how they could 
say I was selfish when I really needed 
a break from the double life I was 
leading at home. 

To some people, I was a nor- 
mal, happy, teenager, but truely I was 
a bomb about to explode. I fooled my 
family and friends into thinking I was 
fine. My parents could not even see 
through my exterior self. My mother 
was angry because I was moody. One 
minute I would be happy, but the next

Getting Help 


By this time, I had pushed all the 
people important to me away. I cried 
only when no one else happened to be 
around. I began to die from depres- 


-sion and heartache. 


At that time, I broke down 
and asked my mother to help me search 
fora psychologist. For three weeks we 
looked. Finally, we found Floie. She 
works at Lindenview Mental Heath 
Center. 

The first session was so exciting 
and surprising. She sat with me in her 
office and asked me questions. I 
thought she would do the “ink blot” 
test, but she did not.. She had me tell

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her my feelings. After that first therapy 
session, things seemed to get a little 
better, but I knew I had a long road in 
front of me. 

I began going to a psychia- 
trist in December,1994. Dr. Mann 
talked with me and decided that I 
should try taking the drug prozac. With 
my daily doseage of prozac and my 
therapy sessions with Floie and Dr. 
Mann, I have become a calmer and 
happier person. 

In order for me to heal, I had to go 
through threrapy and my daily dose of 
20 milligrams of prozac. I still have a 
long road ahead, but there is just as 
long aroad behind me. However, with 
all the depressions I suffered through, 
I would not give up the education this 
experience has given me. 

Even though I felt so sad’ for so 
long, I am now glad to help others 
realize that getting help of any kind is 
good and when done correctly can 
help to overcome the depressions and 
start living once again. In order to be 
the most successful, one must decide 


to seek counseling for one’s own san-

semesjer, most class lasting 90 min- 
utes. Students wouldreceive twocred- 
its for the class in one semester rather 
than in two. This type of scheduling 
opens several doors for both teachers 
and students. With this option, stu- 
dents would be able to take eightclasses 
per year instead of six, allowing 
students to take different electives and 
explore different areas of the curricu- 
lum. Many students are set into the 
same basic academic schedule and 
never have the chance to take any of 
the elective classes that may spark an 
interest. 

Last Friday teachers voted 
oh their choice for scheduling between 
block eight, where students take eight 
classes per semester with classes meet- 
ing every other day, 4x4, or to keep it 
the same. 

Inorder for any of the three to 
pass, 75 percent of the vote had to go 
to one of the three, Sixteen (21.3 per 
cent) of the 75 teachers who voted 
want the schedule to stay the same. 
Fifty-five (73.3 per cent) voted for 
4x4. Four (5.3 percent) voted for 
block eight. With only two more votes

In 
what significant way does it benefit 
students? The present schedule locks 
students into a certain educational path, 
never allowing them to explore the 
things they are not familiar with. 

A program following 4x4 
modified scheduling requires teachers 
to teach only three classes each day. A 


90 minute class period, which most of - 


the classes would be, allows teachers 
to try new teaching methods, to give

This has led to an increased demand 
for children to fill these spots that has 
now led to slavery and abduction. 

The women and children

Hopefully, if only in the best 
interest of the students, teachers will 
vote for a change in the scheduling,

Bad 
mouthing the idea and concentrating on only 
the potential negative aspects of it will 
guarantee only one thing-failure. To already 
form the opinion that 4x4 modified schedul- 

4 ing will not work without even experiencing 
it will assure that noboby will gain from it. 

Thé succuess or failure of the new schedule depends on atti- 
tudes. A negative attitude will bring negative results. Hopefully the 
students will be positive by taking advantage of the opportunity to take 
a larger variety of classes and to focus on four classes rather than on six 
at atime. More class time will offer more time for a greater depth of 
understanding in specific areas. Some feel that having classes for only 
one semester will limit the material that can be taught in certain classes. 
But maybe some of the things that are taught are not as important as 
others, and more time.can be spent on those things that teachers find to 
be more relevant. 

The only way to know how 4x4 will work out, whether it 
benefits students or hinders their education, is to try it out with an open 
mind. Only with an open mind will 4x4 stand a chance. 

Many students do not have the faintest idea what 4x4 is, and the 
only way that they obtain knowledge on the subject is by listening to 
what others say. If the people providing the information focus solely on 
the negative points of 4x4, the people they are telling will form the same 
negative attitude, in turn never giving 4x4 a chance. 

4x4 was not offered as an option just for the sake of having an 
extra choice. It was offered after it was researched by Mr. Larry 
Gerardot, assistant principal, and a committee eight staff members. It 
would not have been offered by this group if they did not believe in its 
benefits. 

A majority of people believe that 4x4 modified scheduling will 
be beneficial to North Side. This scheduling is definitely coming next 
year, and everyone has a choice as to how he or she will react to it. 

4x4 has so much potential. Let’s hope that potential will not be 
tossed aside as a result of negative attitudes, and those who do not agree 
with it will not prevent others from giving it a fair chance.

Coming upon 2 p.m.,as Num- 
ber 18 or 19 was called, it occurred to 
me, through simple math, that it was 
conceivably impossible for me to give 
blood and recover for a bit before 
school was out. I had to be at work at 
3 p.m., which means on work days I 
have to leave school as soon as it gets 
out in order to make it on time. 

I was in a crunch, and I was 
becoming increasingly annoyed. I re- 
ally wanted to give blood, but I simply 
could not afford to stay after school, 
nor should I have been expected to. I 
was not the only person in this posi- 
tion, nor was I the only one to come to 
the conclusion that we may not be 
getting done before 2:35 p.m.

She conunued, “The best as- 
pect is that it will give students the 
Opportunity to concentrate on fewer 
classes.

He continued, “4x4 has a lot 
of enhanced programs, and in many 
studies GPA scores and attendance 
were improved. Also, 90-95% of 
schools who changed to 4x4 said they 
would not go back.” 

' There are many advantages 
to the 4x4 schedule, according to a 
recent study.

~Last year and all the years 
before, we [the guidance counselors} 
made the final choice of which stu- 
dents are accepted into the program. 
However, just this year they [IU ad- 
missions office] have changed the rule. 
IU now has final say," said Mrs. Epps. 

Once a student is accepted into the 
program and IU, they will have to 
attend cight weeks of classes where 
the student is evaluated. 

Factors in the evaluation in- 
clude attendance and grade pointaver- 
age. IU will require a 2.0 grade point 
average over all which is aC. 

There are also guidelines one must 
follow to remain in the program and at 
IU. 

The obligations are to receive 
afour year degree, to attend classes, Lo 
live on campus for at least the first 
year. not to pledge to a fraternity or 
sorority, and meet with the student 
advisor when asked to come. 

“This is a transition period for stu-

"Store-front" school gives students other options

“School Allergic” teens may have the 
Opportunity to have another chance at 
school. 

“School Allergic” teens are 
those who have been expelled, who 


are not attending the Alternative 


Learning Program (ALP), or who may 
be on the street or close to it. 

With anew plan fora “store- 
front” school, students who have been 
expelled or are on the verge of being 
expelled, would be given another 
chance. Through this plan, students 
would be-able to work during the day 
and attend evening classes in a non- 
traditional school setting, with more 
individual attention. 

The program was brought 
before a remediation committee in 


order to decide how to bring the rec- 
ommendation to the superintendent. 
The committee was composed of 
teachers selected by the: Fort Wayne 
Education Association (FWEA) and 
Fort Wayne Community Schools 
(FWCS). The plan came through as 
part of a reconamendation by the con- 
sensus of the group. 

Mrs. Laura Taliaferro, As- 
sistant Principal, said, "I think the 
program is an asset for students who 
don't fit into schools for a variety of 
reasons. Any alternative is worth a 
try. It's only on a one year contract 
right now, So we'll see what happens." 

Although questions were 
raised at the committee meeting such 
as how teachers would be chosen, 
whethermiddle school students would 
be admitted, the length of the con- 


tract, and whether other agencies could . 


present proposals, no one in the com- 


mittee objected to bringing forth the 
plan as a recommendation to the su- 
perintendent, Dr. Thomas Fowler- 
Finn. 

Mr. Ron Flickinger, Guid- 
ance Counselor, said, "Parents of these 
students are always asking for help. 
They want options for their child, but 
options aren't always available. And 
for the options that are available, the 
choices are limited." 

The contract for the program 
will last one year on a trial basis. For 
teachers, no jobs will be lost. The 
program gives first consideration to 
qualified FWCS teachers who think 
they might like to teach at the school. 

Classes will be taught by 
certified teachers from late afternoon 
to 9 p.m. on the weekdays in a store- 
front school, and interested teachers 
will be encouraged to apply. FWCS 
teachers who are employed by the 


“store-front” school do not need to 
give up their traditional teaching job. 

The program will cost 
$210,000 for 40 to 50 students and 
will be paid from a new state grant in 
remediation funds which will be 
awarded in February and for a much 
greater amount than awarded in the 
past few years. 

All of the money would go 
directly to the school with no money 
returned to the district or anyone in 
the district except the teachers that are 
hired to provide instruction. 

The money cannot be used 
for regular classroom positions be- 
cause it is only provided for 
remediation purposes by the state of 
Indiana. 

Mr. Flickinger and Mrs. 
Taliaferro agreed, "We always have 
the intentions to help, we just don't 
always have the resources."

The 
North Side Guidance Office, in its 
imany dealings with students, tries to 
communicate clearly appropriate be- 
havior for any number of given situa- 
tions, and appropriate behavior in a 
given situation is probably the rule of 
|thumb in defining maturity. 
|. As I spent six days with the 
orth Side Marching Band during 
Christmas break, I had the opportunity 
ito see a rather large group of teenages 
(from 14 to 18 years old) ina variety of 
informal situations. My observations 
of the behavior of a small group of 
| them stimulated my thinking on the 
is bject of maturity and when I re- 
| turned to Fort Wayne, I did a little 
| thinking about it. I thought perhaps the

Only, 
unlike my toddlers, these bahaviors 
aren’t funny; they are somewhat pa- 
thetic and instead of making me laugh, 
they make me feel very bad for those 
kids who use them. 


Maturity is NOT the three _ 


behaviors I see this small group of 
students doing regularly: 

¢ Maturity is NOT: USING 
FOUL LANGUAGE. Foul language 
is a sign of ignorance and ignorance is 
immature. 

¢ Maturity is NOT: PUB- 
LICLY SWAPPING SPIT WITH 
YOUR BOY/GIRL FRIEND. Pub- 
lic displays of passion in the name of 
affection shows disrespect for people 


and disrepect is immature 
¢ Maturity is NOT: SMOK- 


ING. Smoking has been proven to 
cost our culture billions of dollars in 
health-related issues which shows an 
insensitivity to others nd-insensitivity 
is immature. 

If maturity is NOT certain 
things, then what is it? According to 
Dr. M. Scott Peck, in his excellent 
book, Zhe Road Less Traveled, 
maturityis developed by giving up 
those things that are immature. Peck 
says that in order for maturity to flower, 
kids must give up the following: 
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present time if we’re going to keep 
them or not.” 

Tracy Hinen, junior, defi- 
nitely wants to keep the breaks. “It 
gives you the extra time you need to 
get to your classes.” 

Ben Pepple, senior, feels the 
same way. He said, “It gives you 
time to talk to one of the deans or a 
teacher if you need to, and you also 
have time to get some of your home- 
work done.”

b. The ability to do a job 
without supervision. 

c. The ability to carry money 
without spending it.

One last definition of matu- 
rity lets us see why it looks as though 
all teenagers in our culture are imma- 
ture.

tion to itself. He says, “Humility is the 
fruit of inner security and wise matu- 
rity. To be humble is to be so sure of 
one’s status.” The behavior of the im- 
mature literally screams attention to 
itself, while the mature quietly go on 
about the business of being all that 
they can be. That noise is so loud that 
often we think it is being made by the 
majority of our students when in fact 
it is only a small minonity. 

As a school counselor, I am 
very concerned about the maturity 
level of our students since I truly be- 
lieve that life’s success depends upon 
it. Mature people, who demostrate their 
maturity through their behavior, tend 
to be the successful ones in life; while 
immature people whose behavior leads 
them in a downward spiral of failure 
often spend their lives in what Thoreau 
calls “quiet desperation”. Maturity is 
a life long process.

Drug dog program returns to North

On Tuesday, February 6, the Fort 
Wayne Police Departmentalong with 
North Side’s PTSA, heldamock dem- 
onstration of the dog interdiction pro- 
gram. 

This program was designed 
to help control the drug population in 
the Fort Wayne Community School 
(FWCS) system. The dogs have been 
working with FWCS for about a year 
and a half. 

The dogs are trained for a 
total of 600 hours in utility work as 
well as training them in drug detec- 
tion. The dogs only make physical 
contact with other humans for three 
reasons: 

-to order the dog to apprehend a crimi- 
nal, 

-to protect the officer, 

-and in the police car to protect the 
equipment. 

“All dogs are capable of 
smelling up to 600 scents at a time 
and their nose is their greatest asset,” 


videos will be used for things like 
Back To School Nightand other places 
were parents and students are trying 
to learn more about the different as- 
pects of the school. 

Another project the class 
worked on was producing a 2.5 to 5 
minute human interest news story for 
a contest through CNN. The KKK 
rally and Science Central were two of 
the stories done for that particular 
contest. 

North Side’s News and 
Views is a major ongoing project for 
the class. There are two separate 
mass communications classes, and 
each class will air a show every other 
week, giving each class two weeks to 
produce it. 

The show was named by 
sophomore Carly Statz. There was a 
school-wide contest for naming the 
show, and Carly won two movie 
passes for creating the name that was 
chosen by the classes. 

According to Mr. Brown, 
one of the most difficult things about 
the class is that there is only one place 
where editing can be done because 
there is shortage of equipment for the 

number of prone: who need to use it 


according to Officer Kevin Webber, 
the dog’s trainer. 

They are the first passive 
responding dogs that make a behav- 
ioral change when they detect the 
odor they are trained to find. When 
the odor has been detected the dog 
will sit. 

Mr. Ron Flickinger, Guid- 
ance Counselor, said, “Iam really not 
sure if this is an effective way to 
eliminate the drug problem at North 
Side. I think we would have to docu- 
ment the project in order to see if it 
will work.” 

The dogs are trained to find 
the scertts in high and low areas. They 
are even capable of smelling drugs 
that are hidden in ceilings. 

Thedrug problem, however, 
is not just in FWCS, it is also in the 
local parochial schools. The dog in- 
terdiction program can only come to 
pass if the principal calls the police to 
bring the dogs into the school. 

Officer Webber said, “I feel 
that 99 percent of students want to be 
educated. That’s why they come to 


’ school. The other one percent could 


There are no more than 12 
people in each of the two classes, but 
Mr. Brown said thatnot being able to 
use the equipment because someone 
else is, leaves the class with a lot of 
down time. 

He added though, that hav- 
ing classes this small is a good thing 
because it forces students to do their 
work. 

He said, “With too many 
students [in a class like this], it would 
leave them with nothing to do, and it 
make it too easy to expect someone 
else to finish their work for them.” 

Mike Deans, senior, said that 
the best thing about the class is hav- 
ing the freedom and responsibility of 
creating the show, but that it is diffi- 
cult sometimes to finish assignments 
on time. 

Each class has three anchors. 
They are seniors Lucas Perkins, Jamie

(news anchors), and juniors D.J. 
Simmonsand Chrissy Francies (sports 
anchors).

The dog interdiction pro- 
gram is used in all Fort Wayne high 
schools, middle schools, and the 
Anthis Career Center. 

The police have the right to 
search lockers, cars surrounding the 
school, and even with the over- 
crowded parking situation around 
North Side, the police have the right 
to search cars in the neighborhood, 
not knowing whether they belong to 
North Side students. 

Dr. Richard Gardner, Prin- 
cipal, said, “The dog interdiction pro- 
gram isa tool atmy disposal and I will 
use it if I feel it is necessary.” 

He said he will also use the 
program if he gets information from 
teachers or students who believe there 
are drugs somewhere in the school. 

Dr. Gardner feels that this 
program does not violate student 
rights. 

He said, “It has been proven 
by courts that this program does not 
violate student rights. Until they [the 
courts] decide differently, we will 
use this tool if it is necessary.”

down by local police because. they 
were tipped off that a book entitled 
Verotika #4 published by Glenn 
Danzig’s Verotik Comics had' been 
sold to a minor. Many other comics 
were confiscated and cited for similar 
things later. 

They were charged with two 
counts of distribution of obscene ma- 
terials, three counts of keeping for sale 
obscene materials, one count, of traf- 
ficking in obscene materials, one count 
of child pornography, and one count 
of displaying materials harmful to 
minors. These are comic books we’re 
talking about here, folks. 

Now, the way this thing went 
down is sort of interesting. It seems 
that some “morally-minded’” member 
of the Christian Coalition caught wind 
of the book and went and’ told the 
church-based organization Oklaho- 
mans for Children and Families, who 
then in turn told the police. What 
exactly they told them, we don’t truly 
know.

The police then raided: the 
store sohortly there after confiscating 
a number of books besides Verotika 
#4 that they found to be possibly ques- 
tionable. They took them and closed 
down the store with no indication as to 
why they were doing what they were 
doing except that they were taking 
materials they felt needed examina- 
tion.

self-imposed title by the publisher. 
(As far as I know, it’s up to the retailer 
to chose who they will sell things to.) 

All the books tend to depict 
scenes of graphic nudity and violence. 
Also, almost all of Verotik’s comics 
have to do with demons and devils and 
the such, and I guarantee this fact has 
more todo with the case than the sex or 
violence, at least for the two organiza- 
tions that started the whole thing. 

The particular Verotika is- 
sue in question has a dramatic rape 
scene shown in graphic detail, along 
with a couple of other horror stories. 
Please, make no mistake, that is what 
they are - horror stories. They do not 
condone the behavior depicted any 
more than 72 condones mowing down 
police officers at will. 

Now, let’s make sure to not 
start off by making moral judgements- 
of astory. People, by right of the Ist 
Amendment, are allowed to say any- 
thing and create any story they wish, 
regardless of whether people think it is 
in good taste or not. 

What should be the issue here 
is whether drawings are pornography 
or “obscene materials.” A major in- 
fluence on this opinion is the miscon- 
ception that all comics are for chil- 
dren. Idon’t know how long it’s going 
to take society to get that through it’s 
collective skulls. 

Assuming that there is a wide 
range of material available in a comic 
shop, which there is, a comic shop is 
not unlike a “normal” bookstore. Cer- 
tain books could be considered “ob- 
scene materials displayed to minor’s” 
just as much as the comics in question. 
Do you see Waldenbooks getting 
busted for selling Anne Rice’s S&M 
romp Beauty’s Punishment, or the other 
‘two novels in that series? They are 
displayed just as equally as Dr. Seuss 
books. If you want something in a 
book store, you know where to find it. 
The same goes for a comic shop. 

The whole case is absurd and 
just another attempt to cover themouths 
of those who are saying, or drawing, 
unpopular notions. This is another 
step towards silencing the press, which 
directly violates the 1st Amendment 

Unfortunately, comic books 
are an easy target.

Courts used as weapons 


In 1993, Boneyard Press and it’s 

founder HartFisher published a comic 
book called “Jeffery Dahmer”.

Government seminar 
offered this summer

Juniors who will now be entering their 
senior year of high school will be 
eligible to participate in the Govern- 
ment Seminar this summer. 

The seminar is a summer 
school class (usually first session) that 
is Open to students as a means of 
meeting the senior government course 
requirement, according to Mr. Don 
Evans, social studies department head. 

He said, “There is a balance 
between classroom work and obser- 
vation of community agencies and 
courts. The class has been taken by 
several hundred students over the past 
20+ summers.” 

He continued, “Willingness 
to complete thorough observation 
notes and written conclusions is a 
basic expectation. Students will be 
expected to walk several blocks on 
days when the class is in the down- 
town area without drawing unneces- 
sary attention to the class.” 

“The program was started to 


give summer school students a varia- 


tion that is possible within a four hour 
block of time. Prior intern programs 
allowed a few students to experience 
an aspect of local government, but this 
program gives varied experiences to a 
number of students,” Mr. Evans said. 

He continued, “My interest 
in the reality gained from field trips — 
was taken to another level by building 
an entire course around such experi- 
ENCES 

The classroom has been 
based in a number of locations over 
the years (the Career Center, the Per- 
forming Arts Center, the “Y”, etc.), 
but will be scheduled at North Side 
this summer. Approimately 50% of 
the time the class will meet at a prede- 
termined spot and walk to courts and 
other downtown locations. 

Mr. Evans commented, 
“Originally, preregistration was to be 
completed by March 15 at North Side. 
There are still openings in the class (as 
of 3/15) but some spots may be taken 
by students from other schools.” 

Students who are interested 
in the class should contact Mr. Evans 
(room 224) as soon as possible.

First North Side students were banned from 
Kroger, and now they cannot go to Burger King 
during lunch mods anymore. 

It is disheartening that high school stu- 
dents cannot go into a fast food restaurant or a 
grocery store and conductthemselvesinarespon- 
sible manner. 

The reasons behind being banned from 
Burger King are quite simple. Certain students 
have done things like spit spitballs, have food 
fights, fist fights, and destroy tables by drawing 
onthem.

A classroom of school children flee their playground in terror. 

A wealthy couple finds the family dog in bits and pieces at the edge 
of their countryside property. . 

“The Red” is fighting back! 

I’m referring to the increase in human encounters with mountain 
in California that has become an issue in the 
last year. What I failed to mention in the three 
examples above is that each of them occurred 
in places where mountain lions were known to 
live and thrive. Not caring, land developers 
and city planners have plodded along, carving 
nature trails, starting communities, and build- 
ing out-of-the-way retreats for the rich and 
decadent of California in the mountain lion’s 
natural habitat.

He 
chose the latter. 

AS a witness at the hearing 
explained tome, my friend was the last 
of a long line of small-time offenders 
that the judge had had to deal with that 
day, and the ones that had come before 
had given him a lot of flak. When my 
friend approached the bench, he was 
asked if he understood the situation. 


He said he was, somewhat unsure of. 


himself, but not willing to let the judge 
see any sign of ignorance, as that can 
doom you. The judge asked if he 
wanted to plead guilty, not guilty, or 
seek legal council. My friend was in 
complete admittance of the charges, 
and knew he couldn’t afford councikh, 
so he just said “Guilty.” 

It should. be mentioned that 
throughout these procedures the judge 
behaved in a gruff and intimidating 
manner, which threw off my friend 
who had never been to court in his life. 
He sort of wavered as he answered the 
question, and the judge yelled at him 
to give a straight answer.

North Side is receiving approximately 
$139,000 for the North Side High 
School Project 96. 

The project consists of plans 
to equip every teaching station witha 
computer, printer, Network Adapter 
Card, and Network Connection. 

The final project hopes to be 
completed in five to six phases with 
the first phase being completed next 
fall. The first phase consists of ap- 
proximately fifteen to twenty teach- 
ers’ rooms being equipped with a 
computer that will be networked to all 
other computer stations. 

Dr. Richard Gardner, prin- 
cipal, hopes the whole project will be 
finished in five to six years. He said, 
“If every room is to be equipped with 
a computer and have access to all 
other computers it will cost approxi- 
mately $550,000-$600,000. We are 
rightnow looking for additional funds 
to help make this possible.”

North seen many changes over years 


North Side has experienced many 
changes since being builtin 1927. 
Quite naturally, over almost seven 
decades, there have been both 
teachers and students that have 
come and gone, but there have 
also been considerable alterations 
to the curriculum and appearance 
of the school.

She was one of the 
cople who helped with the making 
of the new code since last fall. “Not

and the community. One teacher 
even asked her students about their 
opinion on changes,” she added. 
“The standards established will 
apply to everybody,” said Mr. Jerry 
Koos, assistant superintendent for 
FWCS. Mrs. Lovett agrees. “This 
sets a foundation for all teachers and 
administrators to follow.” 

She does explain that the 
behavior code will provide a guide- 
line, butallows for flexibility among 
staff members. ‘‘There are three of 
us [in student services] who deal 
with the kids, but we have our own 
This enables us to 
express those personalities as long 
as we remain within the guidelines 


of the new code handbook,” she said. 


Mrs. Laura Taliaferro, assistant 
principal, said, “It [the behavior 
code] will be a worth while pro- 
gram. Its range allows for flexibil- 
ity. It seems to allow for each indi- 
vidual to be treated as such. This 
aids in discipline problem punish- 
ments.” she explained. 

“This documents what the possi- 
bilities are for specific rules and 
laws which could be broken,” Mrs. 
Lovett said. The book will be sent to 
every child’s home in the FWCS 
district this fall. In it, is a detailed 
description of studentrights, respon- 
sibilities, and the new behavior code. 

The code is judged by severity of 
the offense. One such example is if 
a student were to wear inappropriate 
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clothing, a teacher or administrator 
has a choice about how they deal 
with that student. The punishment 
could range from just asking him or 
her to remove the article to an out cf 
school suspension. 

Another example is to 
threaten another student or a staff 
member. The range is from inter- 


ventions such as a detention to ex-. 


pulsion. 

Also included in the book which 
will be sent to every student’s home 
in August, will be the descriptions 
of offenses, their consequences, pro- 
cedures of punishments, anda phone 
number to call if questions or com- 
ments arise. This according to Mrs. 
Lovett makes everybody account-

able for their actions. “You can see 
it in print and know you have a 
responsibility to judge each case in- 
dividually, but still have proof that 
you are doing the right thing,” Mrs.

She also 
said that it will aid with cooperation 
between parents, teachers, students, 
the community, and the administra- 
tion.

During the.summer, people 
run from their homes to escape the 
confinement of winter by swimming, 
playing sports, picnicking or other out- 
door activities. But as the race for 
freedom begins, people rarely take pre- 
cautions from the sun and the diseases 
the sun can bring. 

If the threat of painful, incurable 
diseases wasn’t bad enough before, the 
if | problem has grown over the years. The 
pollution that is putinto the air is killing the 
O-zone layer. Asaresult, UV-A and UV- 
B rays can reach the earth easier. These 
rays causemostof theproblems that people 
get from being outdoors. 

Safe in the Sun, a book by 
Mary-Ellen Siegel, says that UV radia- 
tionis six percent of the energy reaching 
the earth. UV rays then penetrate the skin 
to put people at risk for various forms of 
cancer, eyeproblems, wrinkles, liverspots, 
and much more. 

One life-threatening form of 
cancer, melanoma, comes in four classes. 
Superficial spreading melanoma is the 
most common. It comes from a brown, 
black or bluish-black growth and can 
turn into nodular melanoma. This form 
grows fast in normal skin or pre-exist- 


ing moles. It can also resemble blood 
blisters. Lentigo maligna melanoma 


-| comes about on the face. It appears dull 
| brown or black and is the least likely to 
j spread. Arcal lenliginous melanoma 

appears on the hands or feet. Another 
form of this melanoma is periungul 
melanoma. It forms around the nails and

Another less serious, but an- 
noying sun problem is heat-stroke. 
Heat-stroke is caused from staying in 
the sun too long. Symptoms include 
hot or dry skin, no sweating, a body 
temperature of 104 or higher, weak- 
ness, dizziness, rapid breathing, nausea, 
mental confusion and unconsciousness. 

Other skin diseases include 
actinic keratoses- wart-like scaly pink 
spots, solar lentigines- liver spots, and 
photoaging- causing wrinkles or sag- 
ging skin to develop faster. 

Even though cancer isn’t 
likely to appear inblack skin, African- 
Americans need tobe cautious as well. 
Differences inconstructive tissues make 
black skin more prone toscarring, scal- 
ing, forming lesions from cuts and the 
rising of colloids- elevated tissues.

If 
there is prolonged exposure, the rays 
can burn a hole in the retina and cause 
permanent discoloration. 

Another eye problem that 
forms later on in life is cataracts. This 
is when the clear lens of the eye starts to 
cloud over because of a structural 
change in the eye. World-wide, around 
17 million people are blinded by cata- 


facts, making it the leading cause of 


blindness. However, since this is aprob- 
lem that forms later in life, most people 
don’t realize the importance of protect- 
ing their eyes now. :
